that room to the center of 
the house, I looked at our 
master bedroom, and I saw 
a tree here,” he said.

Returning Veterans’ Programs: 


“You just don’t understand”

WILMINGTON - Over 
90,000 US troops are 
deployed to Afghanistan. 
And a US military presence 
still exists in Iraq. Terms 
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such as counterinsurgency 
operations, training assis- 
tance, and operational sup- 
port describe their missions. 
But no matter what the tech- 
nical definitions are, there is 
combat. There is warfare. 

Wilmington’s sons and 
daughters, husbands and 
wives, and mothers and 
fathers are reflected in that 
number. They are part of 
those missions. All ages and 
all backgrounds, they deploy 
with their military unit or as 
individuals. 

Some of them may have to 
live for months or a year 
with the idea that literally 
“some one is trying to. kill 
me.” They may see and hear 
enemy fire and explosions. 
They walk around in an 
environment where it is not

always clear who the enemy 
is. They work long hours, 
often in horrible conditions. 

And then they come home. 
They readjust. Each person 
copes in their own way. For 
some the transition is easy. 
For others, it is not. And for 
some, true crisis situations 
arise. 

There is no easing out of 
the combat zone and that 
world. Yes, they are pulled 
away from the danger and 
the hardship, but they are 
also pulled away from the 
support and understanding 
of fellow military members. 

This is especially true for 
the guard and_ reserve 
troops who go right back to 
their home town civilian 
world. It’s a world that can 
seem to be oblivious to the 
fact there is still a war going 
on. Veterans can feel and 
often speak these words, 
“You just don’t understand.” 

Because of this, the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Veterans services and 
local veterans’ agents work 
hard to assist veterans and 
provide them support from 
others who have had the 
same experiences. “They 
are not alone,” Wilmington’s 
Veterans Agent Lou 
Cimaglia emphatically 
states. “A lot of people are 
going through what they are, 
and they can talk to some 
one at any time.” 

One of the state programs 
he works with and makes 
available to Wilmington vet- 
erans is a system of Peer 
Specialists. These people 
are prior military them- 
selves and advocate for the 
veterans as they try to rein- 
tegrate back into the work

“I was only living there 
three weeks at the time,” he 
said.

force and their family envi- 
ronment. They will talk and 
work with veterans to hope- 
fully mitigate chances of 
problems or crisis. 

Through informal meet- 
ings and social gatherings, 
Cimaglia can also put local 
veterans in touch with other 
vets here in town. One such 


group is organized by 
William and Patrick 
McGarry, two former 
Marines. They were 


deployed in 2004 and 2010 
respectively. These men 
are motivated to help 
because they know and they 
have seen how hard it has 
been for some to reintegrate 
back into past roles and 
responsibilities. 
“Reintegration is a_ big 
step,” Cimaglia explains. “If 
there’s an issue, we work to 
solve it. There are jobs 
programs, veterans prefer- 
ence hiring, the GI bill, and 
even money to start a busi- 


ness.” Supported by 
Cimaglia, the McGarry 
brothers’ informal system 


reflects the same attitude. 
“If we can help out in any 
shape or form, we do it,” 
they say. 

So while a returning veter- 
an feels as if “You just don’t 
understand,” there are peo- 
ple who do and who can help 
them and their loved ones 
readjust.

Requirements eased 


for affordable home

WILMINGTON - An opportu- 
nity to purchase an affordable 
home in Wilmington just 
became a little easier as the 
strict income and _ asset 
requirements for ownership 
are relaxed for a special prop- 
erty in the Shawsheen 
Commons neighborhood. 

According to Director of 
Planning and Conservation 
Carole Hamilton, the 4bed- 
room home is now available to 
a buyer who either makes too 
much money or has too many 
assets to typically qualify for 
the Department of Housing 
and Community Development 
affordable homebuying pro- 
gram. Previously a buyer had 
to be at 80 percent of median 
income. Now the buyer may be 
between 80 to 100 percent of 
median income. 

“They are trying to maintain 
the affordability of the proper- 
ty,” said Hamilton. “Even peo- 
ple at 100 percent of median 
income are having trouble pur- 
chasing in the market.” 

As part of new guidelines for 
the program, when a resale 
unit has been marketed but 
cannot manage to find an eligi- 
ble buyer, DHCD now allows 
folks that might have been 
determined ineligble an oppor- 
tunity to purchase it. 

The property is still discount- 
ed at the same rate, selling at 
an incredible $179,550, and is 
now available. 

The Shawsheen Commons 
home is a detached, 4-bedroom 
single family home with a 
deed-restriction that preserves 
the affordability of the proper-

WILMINGTON -The

Last year, Analog purchased 
30 Industrial Way, which for- 
merly held ACME Painting 
before the building was demol- 
ished, with the intent of creat- 
ing a naturalistic and welcom- 
ing second entrance to the cor- 
porate building. Additional 
parking, a pedestrian-friendly 
walking path, and extensive 
landscape greenery are also 
included in the proposed plan. 

“We’ve spent a lot of time 
with Analog trying to design 
this really as a formal and sig- 
nificant main entrance particu- 
larly for visitors, but both 
entrances would remain open,” 
said Brian Lawlor, SMMA civil 
engineer. 

Peter Glick, SMMA senior 
associate, said the new drive- 
way would be built largely 
from recycled pavement, saved 
from the demolishment of the 
former building structure on 
the lot. 

The new entrance will feature 
a long driveway lined with red 
maple trees, the shape of the 
road smartly designed to 
reduce vehicular speed.

On Saturday, December 10, 
2011, as our Representative 
reportedly joined the crowd 
with President Obama and 
Vice President Biden at the

It must be all the pressure to eat right that’s causing me 
to rebel. You can’t open a magazine, watch TV or listen 
to a talk radio show without being bombarded with infor- 
mation and propaganda about the American diet. It’s not 
that I disagree with the experts - quite the opposite. I 
owned a health food store decades ago when no one knew 
what they were, and went broke. When I see someone eat- 
ing corn-curls I cringe. At the super market I find myself 
noticing and judging what other people buy, in particular 
those tandem carriages overflowing with processed food. 
But I also don’t want food to be medicine - so put- 
ting the fun back into food is fundamental. 

Let’s start with the lowly hot dog. 
After reading a news story about 
Friendly’s financial woes, I start- 
ed to patronize them more often. 
Although the menu _ has 
changed somewhat, the 
Friendly Frank jumped 
out at me. Basic old-fash- 
ioned lunchtime food, I’m 
enjoying this long-time 
favorite again, with fries, of 
course. And for some reason, | 
going back to Friendly’s got me 
going back to hot dogs everywhere. Of 
all places, Hi-Rise Bread Company, an up-scale 
bakery in Cambridge that specializes in gourmet sand- 
wiches, has a hot dog that is out of this world. It’s a 


Hebrew National, wrapped in some kind of yummy bread - 


(not a hot dog roll), with mustard and sweet pickles. In 
Newburyport, with all of their really good restaurants, it’s 
the smell of hot dogs being grilled at a push cart out in 
the back area, beside the parking lot, that draws me in. 
Right here in Wilmington, Winston’s coffee shop had the 
best hot dogs. For me, someone who wants the dog 
almost charred, they would split my hot dog down the 
middle so four sides could get crispy. Talk about cooked- 
to-order. 

But if you’d like to take the love of hot dogs a step fur- 
ther, and you feel adventurous, Speed’s hot dogs are like 
no other. For over thirty years Speed’s food truck has 
been selling hot dogs right in the middle of Newmarket 
Square’s wholesale meat-packing parking lot in Boston. 
These hot dogs are BIG, and the quality meat comes from 
The Boston Brisket Company, located in the same parking 
lot. But here’s the best part - they’re marinated in cider 
and brown sugar first, then grilled to order over charcoal. 
It gets better. All of the toppings are homemade: spicy 
honey mustard, sweet BBQ sauce, fruity sweet relish, no- 
bean chili and chopped sweet Vidalia onions, all served on 
a tasty robust roll. This can take awhile. Worth the wait?

Joseph 
Sacramone, of Ayer, was 
indeed convicted in Lowell 
Superior Court on a count of 
assault with intent to rape a 
child. The prosecution rec- 
ommended incarceration for 
5 to 7 years in state prison at 
a sentencing hearing this 
week. Instead, the judge 
ordered a 10-year probation 
with a number of conditions 
including alcohol evaluation 
‘and follow up, random drug 
and alcohol screenings, fol- 
low stay-away and no-con- 
tact orders for victim and 
victim’s mother, register 
with the Sex Offender 
Registry Board, and wear a 
GPS monitoring bracelet 
during the probation: The 
child he was convicted of 
sexually assaulting, with 


intent to rape, was just 19 
months old.

WOBURN - Gov. Deval 


Patrick this morning signed 
the new 
parole bill into law, but with- 
out inviting a representative 
from the Maguire family or 
Woburn at the ceremony, 
according to state Rep. 
James Dwyer. 

“The most important thing 
was that the governor 
signed the bill, but I’m a lit- 
tle disappointed he didn’t 
invite a member of the 


Maguire family,” said 
Dwyer, D-Woburn. 
After the murder of 


Woburn police officer John 
Maguire on Dec. 26, 2010, 
Dwyer helped lead the effort 
for tougher parole regula- 
tions and was one of the 
sponsors of the bill, which is 
also known as “Melissa’s 
Bill,” after Melissa Gosule, 
who in 1999 was kidnapped, 
raped and killed by a man 
who prosecutors say offered 
her help after her car broke 
down on Cape Cod in 1999. 
The convicted killer, 


“three strikes” — 


Michael Gentile, had 27 pre- 
vious convictions but had 


served only two years 
behind bars. 
Maguire’s murderer, 


Dominic Cinelli, had been 
granted parole despite a 
lengthy criminal history. 
Maguire and Cinelli shot 
and killed each other after 
Cinelli allegedly robbed 
Kohl’s department store in 
East Woburn in the midst of 
a raging blizzard. 

Three of Cinelli’s accom- 
plices were arrested and are 
currently awaiting trail. 

In the wake of his brother’s 
murder, Chuck Maguire 
became the spokesman for 
the family and joined forces 
with Melissa’s father, Les 
Gosule, who was on hand for 
the signing ceremony this 
morning, according to 
Dwyer. 

“I’m thrilled for Les. He’s 
been fighting for this for 13 
years,” said Dwyer. “But it’s 
a shame no one from the 
Woburn community was 
invited.” 

Dwyer said the important

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Governor signs crime bill, 
but snubs Maguire family 


thing is that with the signing 
of the bill by the governor 


the bill immediately 
becomes law and is now in 
effect. 

Amid some legislative 
wrangling, Patrick 
announced he would sign the 
bill as the legislature 


adjourned its session for the 
summer. 

On Saturday, Patrick sent 
it back to lawmakers with a 
requested safety valve 
amendment. The proposed 
change would have provided 
judges with limited discre- 
tion to allow parole for 
three-time violent felons 
who have served two-thirds 
of their maximum prison 
sentence or after they 
served 25 years of a life sen- 
tence. 

Lawmakers on Monday 
rejected the amendment and 
sent the original bill back to 
Patrick's desk. The gover- 
nor could have chosen to 
veto the bill after the leg- 
islative session ended at 
Tuesday midnight, prevent- 
ing lawmakers from consid- 


ering an override, but he 
decided not to. 

In addition to the three 
strikes provision, the bill 
also includes a number of 
sentencing reforms, includ- 
ing a reduction in mandato- 
ry minimum sentences for 
some non-violent drug 
offenders. 

The three strikes measure 
has been opposed by minori- 
ty groups, and some reli- 
gious organizations that 
warned it would add to 
prison overcrowding and 
disproportionately target 
black and Latino inmates. 

Felons who had been con- 
victed of two previous vio- 
lent crimes that resulted in 
prison sentences of at least 
three years would be cov- 
ered by the three Strikes 
provision. Supporters have 
said it was likely that fewer 
than a dozen felons each 
year would be sentenced 
under the measure.

“They get their say, they 
get their hearing, and the 
case comes to a final conclu- 
sion,” explained Coletta. “It 
also allows that anyone 
aggrieved after that final 
decision, may appeal that 
decision to superior court.” 

Once the DEP 
Commissioner makes the 
final decision, DEP is done 
with the case. Typically the 
DEP Commissioner adopts 
the recommendation of the 
Presiding Officer in a case, 
or may adopt with amend- 
ments. Occasionally the 
commissioner will send a 
recommendation back to the 
officer with matters to 
resolve. 

“The majority are adopted 
with the recommended deci- 
sion,” said Coletta. 

The pre-screening’ confer- 
ence is set for Tuesday 
morning in Wilmington.

This year was no different 
as Barile, along with 
Wilmington resident David 
Laing Jr. and two other 
friends hopped on their 
bikes Saturday morning and 
did their part in the fight 
against cancer, once again 
raising money for the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute. 

And what a job Barile did 
raising money this year, and 
every other year for that 
matter. For the fourth year 
in a row Barile raised over 
$7,000 towards cancer 
research, part of over 
$15,000 raised by his team. 

As is the case for many of 
this weekend’s riders, the 
fight against cancer holds 
very personal meaning for 
Barile, who has seen cancer 
touch his and his family’s 
life far too often. 

Barile lost his great grand- 
father, both grandfathers 
and an uncle to cancer, all 
at a young age, and his 
mother Luanne Barile was 
diagnosed with Hodgkin’s 
Disease at age 20, but today 
is a cancer survivor, as she 
has been cancer free for 39 
years. Kevin Barile also 
has two cousins who have 
overcome cancer. 

Barile said that he is moti- 
vated to ride by his entire 
family, but particularly by 
his mother. 

“She’s the main reason I 
decided to get involved with 
the Pan Mass Challenge,” 
Barile said. “We were 
watching it one year and I 
said to my wife, I can’t 
believe I have never done 
anything to get involved 
with this after they way it 
has affected my family. So 
I started the next year and 
we have been doing it ever 
since.” 

Rarely, however, in his 


os 


years taking part in the 
challenge has he faced the 
kind of weather conditions 
that he faced on Saturday, 
with humid temperatures 
soaring near 90 degrees. 

But given what he was rid- 
ing for, he was not about to 
let some hot weather get in 
his way. 

“It was hot,” Barile 
laughed when asked how 
the ride was on Saturday. 
“That made it a little harder 
than normal, but it was 
really not that bad. At 
times we found ourselves 
going slower, but toward the 
end we started to pick up 
the pace.” 

If Barile felt himself slow- 
ing down, he needed look no 
further than Laing and oth- 
ers riding with him to keep 
him moving along. The 
foursome pushed each other 
along throughout the route, 
motivating each other with 
encouragement, along with 
some good natured ribbing. 

“It makes it much more 
fun doing it together,” 
Barile said. “We are laugh- 
ing the whole time and mak- 
ing fun of each other. It 
keeps you involved and 
makes it go by much faster.” 

As if his family and his 
friends were not enough 
motivation Barile and his 
teammates could also count 
on the crowds packing the 
streets throughout the race 
to keep him moving toward 
the finish. 

“It’s huge to have the 
crowds like that,” Barile 
said. “They start right from 
the beginning and they are 
there throughout the whole 
course. It’s just unreal. 
They will tell you how many 
miles you have to go and 
things like that, and when 
they tell you that you only 
have 20 miles to go instead 
of 60 it is a great feeling and 
it will keep you going.” 

Probably the biggest moti- 
vation on entire course 
came from something that 
Barile actually missed, but 
the rest of his team saw it, 
and even hearing about it 
second hand helped give 
Barile a little extra push. 

“There is one stop along

the course called ‘Pedal 
Partners’ where they 
always have a lot of pictures 
up of the kids at Dana- 
Farber that riders are 
matched up with,” Barile 
said. “It is always pretty 
amazing to see, but this 
year especially so. They 
often have pictures of kids 
who are in treatment, and 
this year there was one pic- 
ture with a kid standing 
next to it holding a sign that 
said ‘That was me two years 
ago.’ 

“T don’t know how I missed 
it because everyone else on 
my team saw it and were 
almost crying because of it. 
Even just hearing about it is 
incredible. . It’s incredible 
how many people that the 
Pan Mass Challenge helps.” 

Barile has certainly done 
his part to help over the 
years, raising over $7,000 in 
each of the past four years. 
Barile’s family owns two 
funeral homes, in Reading 
and Stoneham, and through 
his contacts there he has 
been able to do a’tremen- 
dous job raising funds. 

“T get a lot of donations 
from our vendors and con- 
tacts, but we also get a lot of 
donations from the families 
that we serve, many of 
whom have lost a loved one 
to cancer,” Barile said. 
“Honestly without their help 
there is no way we could 
raise the kind of money that 
we do.” 

Barile also makes sure 
that everyone who donates 
to his ride know that their 
contribution is , greatly 
appreciated. 

“Every year I send them a 
letter asking them to get 
involved. It is absolutely, 
positively amazing the kind 
of response I get. And 
every year I send out thank 
you cards to the people who 
have donated. People have 
told me that those make 
them feel invested in it. I 
had never thought of it that 
way, but people tell me they 
look forward to receiving 
those every year. It is just 
incredible the way people 
are willing to help. I am so 
grateful for that.”

There is nothing more agonizing for a parent than to bury a 
child, but two Sturbridge parents who hail from Stoneham have 
successfully completed an effort to try and ensure that no other 
families experience the heartache that they have. 

Derek and Tina (Ashton) Frechette of Sturbridge have spent 
the last few years working with senators across the state to 
change laws to read that every state and town-run camp with a 
swimming area be required to have one Coast Guard-approved 
personal flotation device for each minor present in the swim- 
ming area, after suffering through an unimaginable tragedy.

Also known as "Christian's 
Bill," the legislation will improve water safety to decrease the 
risk of drowning for children at camps and recreational pro- 
grams. 

“This legislation ensures the safety of our children by match- 
ing individual swimming ability to the right swimming area,” 
said Governor Patrick. “This will help reduce risks for young 
children so they can take full advantage of the many outdoor 
recreational areas available to them in the Commonwealth.” 

The new law prohibits municipal and recreational programs 
or camps for minor children from barring.a parent, guardian or 
person with custody of a minor from providing a Coast Guard 
approved personal flotation device. This provision is unique 
nationally in empowering parents to ensure personal protection 
for their children. 

“We have been working on getting this law passed for a long 
time and I am very proud and very happy that it has been 
signed into law,” said Senator Stephen M. Brewer, the sponsor 
of the bill. “One child drowns every minute across the globe 
making drowning the second leading cause of death of children 
under the age of 5. This bill will ensure that at-risk swimmers 
are identified and that proper precautions are taken to decrease 
drowning and ultimately save lives.” 

"This law adds a level of safety measures for children who 
enjoy water activities," said Representative Todd Smola. "The 
memory of Christian Frechette will live on through this initia- 
tive. The Frechette family along with many volunteers and 
advocates worked tirelessly to make this law a reality.

“TOTAL RECALL” 
GRADE: ** 


It’s probably not fair to 
compare the remake of 
"Total Recall" to the origi- 
nal, but it's almost impos- 
sible not to. 

The comparison actual- 
ly favors the new version a 
bit. Directed by Len 
Wiseman with a lot less 
humor than Paul 
Verhoeven's 1990 original, 
the new film will probably 
play better to those whose 
memories hold bits of the 
first, who recognize certain 
elements - ironic in a film 
that centers around memo- 
ries. 

For those who never saw 
the original, the new ver- 
sion will likely come off 
like a big action movie — a 
little smarter than some, 
but really nothing special. 

Colin Farrell plays the 
role that helped launch 
Arnold Schwarzenegger as: 
an action star. Farrell can 
act much better 
Schwarzenegger, but he 
brings none of the same 
wit and one-liners to the 
role. There's not as much

humor, good or bad, in the 
new "Total Recall," and 
what there is seems forced. 

Farrell can be a funny 
guy (he was hilarious in 
"Horrible Bosses"), but not 
here. The idea is still based 
on the Philip K. Dick short 
story "We Can Remember It 
for You Wholesale". The 
first film took liberties with 
the story; this film drifts 
away from the first. No 
Mars, no aliens, no con- 
joined twins. The three- 
breasted hooker is still 
around, though. 

This time around 
Douglas Quaid (Farrell) 
works in a factory that 
makes synthetic cops. His 
wife, Lori (Kate 
Beckinsale), is an EMT. It's 
not the life they wanted, liv- 
ing in a ratty apartment — 
the look of Wiseman's film 
has more in common with 
"Blade Runner" than the 
original film. Again, there 
is no Mars. All that's left of 
inhabitable Earth is the fed- 
eration of Britain and "the 
Colony" - Australia. 
Workers travel back and 
forth by way of "The Fall," 
a sort of super-duper eleva- 
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tor that burrows through the 
Earth till it comes out the 
other side. 

Rebels, led by a leader 
named Mathias (Bill 


Nighy), want to overthrow - 


the federation, which is run 
by the ruthless Chancellor 
Cohaagen (Bryan 
Cranston). He wants to 
crush the rebels, whom he 
has branded terrorists for 
their violent methods. 

Quaid is troubled by 
dreams in which he and a 
woman he doesn't know are 
fighting the synthetic cops. 
He decides to visit Rekall, a 
company that implants 
memories. In Quaid's case, 
becoming a spy. That's the 
package he chooses. But the 
implant goes awry from the 
start — although he doesn't 
know it, Quaid is a spy. 
Within seconds, the synthet- 
ic cops are hunting him 
down. 

There are plenty of twists 
to follow - some different 
from the first film (a crucial 
tear replaces a bead of 
sweat; if you saw the origi- 
nal that'll mean some- 
thing). Quaid meets up with 
Melina (Jessica Biel), the 
woman in his dreams, who 
is a rebel fighter, and learns 
that he is not who he thinks 
he is — as far as he can tell. 

Some of the chase scenes 
are fun and exciting. But 
the most important part of 
the story, the issues of iden- 
tity and trust - the question 
of whether any of this is 
really happening - fall short 
here. 

It’s a loud action movie, 
and not much deeper than 
that. 


“THE WATCH” 
GRADE: ** 


The idea behind the new 


film "The Watch" seems like 
a formula for a hit - a bunch 
of talented comic leads get 


“together fo make a high- 


concept, science fiction 
comedy hit for the studio. 
Instead, it falls a bit flat. 

“The Watch” is a waste of 
a great cast. How often do 
you see a trio with the 
comedic talents of Ben 
Stiller, Vince Vaughn and 
Jonah Hill show up in the 
same film. Those three 
should have no problem 
overcoming the hurdle of a 
weak script, yet the impro- 
vising they do together 
seems to go to the body-part 
joke well a bit too often, and 
it quickly gets boring. 

This mediocre sci-fi com- 


_ edy centers around the 


story of a Neighborhood 
Watch patrol that ultimately 
takes on alien invaders. 

It's a shame that it does- 
n’t work, because the prem- 
ise has potential, especially 
for anyone who was a fan of 
R-ratedsci-fi-action-come- 
dies in the 1980s. 

A manager at a suburban 
Ohio Costco (Stiller) tries to 
put together a 
Neighborhood Watch after 
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one of his security guards is 
killed and skinned. The 
community-policing 
recruits are thin: an idiot 
who just wants to party 
(Vaughn), a failed cop- 
wannabe (Hill, riffing on 
his recent performance in 
‘21 Jump Street’) and a Brit 
whose politeness masks 
deadpan weirdness 
(Richard Ayoade). 

They go on patrol (inept- 
ly, in matching jackets with 
a dumb logo). They're 
mocked by the local cops. 
And, wait a minute, , they 
uncover plans for an alien 
invasion of Earth that 
they're not-quite-ready to 
stop. 

Costco takes a lot of 
abuse in the film, leading to 
scenes of product. place- 
ment mixed with explosions 
that still aren’t all that 


funny. 


"The Watch" appears to 
be largely improvised, par- 
ticularly by Vaughn and 
Hill. Some of this works, but 
some of it really doesn’t 
work well at all. 

There are several dra- 
matic subplots as_ well: 
Stiller's afraid to tell his 
wife (Rosemarie DeWitt) 
why they can't get preg- 
nant. Vaughn overanalyzes 
his daughter's Facebook 
page and yells at her and 
crashes her teen parties. 

There are some funny 
moments, but mostly 
there's a great sense of 
wasted talent. 


“THE DARK KNIGHT 
RISES” 
GRADE: *** 


“The Dark Knight Rises” 
isn’t a bad movie. Not at all. 
In fact, if it could stand 
alone, it would be consid- 
ered one of the better 
superhero movies to come 
along in years. 

The problem is it has to 
follow ‘The Dark Knight’, 
the second film in director 
Christopher Nolan’s 
Batman trilogy - and a film 
that is considered by many 
to be THE best superhero 
movie ever made. The new 
film fails to stand up, or 
stand out, from the long 
bat-caped shadow projected 
by its predecessor. 

It has been eight years 
since Batman vanished into 
the night at the end of ‘The 
Dark Knight’, turning, in 
that instant, from hero to 
fugitive. Assuming the 
blame for the death of D.A. 
Harvey Dent, the Dark 
Knight (Christian Bale) 
sacrificed everything for 
what he and Commissioner 
Gordon both hoped was the 
greater good. 

For a time the lie 
worked, as criminal activity 
in Gotham City was 
crushed under the weight of 
the anti-crime Dent Act. 
But everything has now 
changed with the arrival of 
a cunning cat burglar with 
a mysterious agenda, and 
the more dangerous Bane, a 
masked terrorist whose 


ruthless plans for Gotham: 


drive Bruce Wayne out of 
his self-imposed exile. But 
even after he dons the cape 
and cowl again, Batman 
looks like he’s no match for 
Bane. 


“The Dark Knight Rises” 
is the third film in Nolan’s 
series.

series), the third film might

*The UMass Lowell 
Athletic Hall of Fame will 
induct four new members on 
Saturday, Sept. 29 as part of 
its second annual Dream of 
Perfect Games Celebration of 
Sport at the Inn & Conference 
Center. 

Headlining the Class of 
2012 is Nicole (Plante) Hunt 
‘07, a ninetime All-American 
and NCAA champion in the 
10,000 meters; Joanna DaLuze 
’06, who led the field hockey 
team to the 2005 NCAA 
Championship; and WOBURN 
NATIVES JASON PAIGE 705, 
an All-American in soccer and 
track and field; and his broth- 
er MIKE PAIGE ’02, a four- 
time All-American sprinter 
and standout soccer player. 

The induction of the Paige 
brothers marks the second 
time a brother tandem has 
been inducted into the Athletic 
Hall of Fame. The Paiges join 
Brandon ’03 and Jonathan 
Curran ‘05, both soccer stand- 
outs who were inducted in 2008 
and 2010, respectively. 

Additionally, the induction 
of Mike Paige completes the 
first husband-wife tandem in 
the Hall. Paige’s wife, Jill 
(Croft) Paige ‘02, was induct-

Mike and Jason Paige 


By the turn of the millenni- 
um, the dual-sport athlete was 
diminishing. Mike ’02 and 
Jason Paige ’05, both soccer 
and track and field standouts, 
could be the last of their kind. 

It was one thing to play two 
sports in college, but to excel 
at the highest level in both 
sports - while maintaining the 
rigors of majoring in civil 
. engineering - was (and is) 
nearly unheard of. 

As UMass Lowell has dom- 
inated the last decade among 
Division I, I and Ill New 
England colleges among the 
sprints and relays, Mike Paige 
was a member of the 4X400 
meter relay teams which cap- 
tured three New England 
titles from 2000 to 2002 and 
earned All-New England hon- 
ors six times. 

He was a part of two indoor 
4X400 relay All-American 
teams in 2000 and 2002, plac- 
ing sixth and fourth, respec- 
tively. 

Paige also did exceptional- 
ly well'on his own: He earned 
All-American status twice in 
the 400 meter dash in 2001 and 
2002 and emerged the New

England champion in the 
indoor 400 as a senior with a 
time of 48.07 seconds. 

In the 2002 NE-10 Indoor 
Track and Field 
Championship - UMass 
Lowell’s only conference track 
and field title to date - Paige 
captured the 200 meter dash 
and was named the Athlete of 
the Meet. 

“Mike was probably as 
tough a competitor as we 
had,” said George Davis, who 
coached track and field and 
cross country from 1970-2002. 
“That was one of his great 
attributes. He would compete 
to the last ounce of energy he 
had. His ability to exceed 
expectations was renowned. 
He would beat people who had. 
better times than he did. He 
just responded to the chal- 
lenge. 

“He certainly had talent, 
and he used that talent to the 
last degree every time he 
raced,” Davis added. “He 
made an awful lot of people 
better around him.” 

Paige remains prominent 
among UMass Lowell’s sprint- 
ers as he currently holds the 
fifth-fastest individual time in 
the outdoor 400 meters (47.58) 
and 10th-best in the indoor 
(48.07). He is also part of two 
of the top 10 indoor 4X200 
meter relay teams, including 
the No. 2 team which record- 
ed a time of 1:29.63. 

Paige was also significant 
player in the emergence of the 
men’s soccer program early 
in the decade. In his first sea- 
son, UMass Lowell was a for- 
gettable 5-14-1. By the time he 
graduated, the number of 
wins was in double digits, 
including then a school-record 
13 in 2001. 

He compiled 10 goals in 
each of his junior and senior 
seasons and graduated as the 
program’s all-time leading 
scorer with 29 goals and seven 
assists (65 points - currently 
third on the career list), only 
to be surpassed by his brother 
Jason. He was a NE-10 Third 
Team all-star as a senior. 

Capping an_ outstanding 
college career, Paige was the 
recipient of the Lester H. 
Cushing Award for Male 
Athlete of the Year in 2002. 

Where the elder Paige 
helped the UMass Lowell soc- 
cer program to rank among 
the top teams in the NE-10 
and New England Region, 
Jason Paige helped bring the 
program to the pinnacle: Two 
trips to the NCAA Tournament 
- including the 2003 New 
England Region champi- 
onship and quarterfinal - and 
two NE-10 Tournament titles. 

The team’s leading scorer 
three straight years, Paige 
peaked in 2003 when he com- 
piled 18 goals and eight 
assists - still the program’s 
single season point and goals 
record - and won the NE-10 
Golden Ball Award for most

goals against NE-10 competi- 
tion. 

Along with defender and 
Hall of Fame member 
Jonathan Curran 05 (induct- 
ed in 2010), Paige was the 
first-ever All-American from 
the soccer program in 2003. 
He was also a three-time NE- 
10 all-star and a two-time All- 
New England Region selec- 
tion. 

Over Paige’s tenure, 
UMass Lowell enjoyed its 
most successful four-year 
period (56-18-6). He continues 
to hold a slew of school 
records, including goals in a 
career (39) and season (18); 
points in a career (94) and 
season (44); and matches 
played in a career (78, 
shared). 

“I can't think of two’ other 
players whom _ opponents 
hated playing against more,” 
said Ted Priestly, who served 
as UMass Lowell’s head coach 
from 1997-2009, and now 
serves as the University’s 
Director of Athletic 
Development. “Their combi- 
nation of speed, technique and 


cunning was _ virtually 
unplayable. 
"The Paige brothers 


embodied so much of what 
built UMass Lowell Soccer 
into a successful program: 
they were tenacious, relent- 
less, selfless and loyal. And 
above all, they are winners,” 
he added. 

Similar to his brother, 
Jason Paige’s soccer success 
carried over to the indoor and 
outdoor track and field sea- 
sons. A member of the 4X400 
meter relay, Paige earned All- 
American honors all three 
times the foursome qualified 
for the NCAA indoor champi- 
onship, including in 2002 when 
he teamed with Mike to place 
fourth in 3:14.81. 

Both Paiges were also 
members of the indoor and 
outdoor 4X400 teams which 
captured New England 
Championships in 2002. Jason 
Paige moved on to capture the 
outdoor 2003 outdoor title and 
both titles in 2004. 

From 2002-05, UMass 
Lowell never finished lower 
than fifth at the New England 
Championship, peaking with 
second-place results at the 
2003 and 2005 indoor meets. 
The River Hawks were the top 
Division II/III team at the 
New Englands five times. 

Paige is a part of five 
indoor and outdoor 4X400 
teams which continue to rank 
among the top 10 foursomes of 
all time. He also holds two of 
the top 10 results in the 500 
meters.

2007, just a week after 
Christian’s fifth birthday. 
Shortly after that we started 
looking into changing the laws 
and wanting to raise money to 
donate lifejackets. We current- 
ly have more than 200 lifejack- 
ets in our garage waiting to be 
donated to lakes, camps and 
just people who want to have 
them.” 

The Frechettes created a 
foundation that, in addition to 
working to changing state law, 
looks to provide financial help 
as well to couples who have 
lost a child to tragedy. 

“Since this tragic event in 
our lives we have been focused 
on raising money for the foun- 
dation Christian's Angels, a 


_hon profit organization provid- 


ing financial assistance to 
families in need after the loss 
of a child,” said Frechette. 
“The Christian’s Angels divi- 
sion of our foundation was 
started because of the finan- 
cial hardship we endured. The 
emotional and psychological 
pain is bad enough but we 
want to help people financially 
if we can.” 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), every day, 
about ten people die from 
unintentional drowning. Of 
these, two are children aged 14 
or younger. Drowning ranks 
fifth among the leading causes 
of unintentional injury death 
in the United States. 

According to the CDC, 
from 2005-2009, there were an 
average of 3,533 fatal uninten- 
tional drownings (non-boating 
related) annually in the 
United States — about ten 
deaths per day. An additional 
347 people died each year 
from drowning in boating- 
related incidents. 

About one in five people 
who die from drowning are 
children 14 and younger. For 
every child who dies from 
drowning, another five receive 
emergency department care 
for nonfatal submersion

injuries. 

According to the CDC, chil- 
dren ages 1 to 4 have the high- 
est drowning rates. In 2009, 
among children 1 to 4 years 
old who died from an uninten- 
tional injury, more than 30% 
died from drowning. 

Among children ages 1 to 4, 
most drownings occur in 
home swimming pools. 
Drowning is responsible for 
more deaths among children 
1-4 than any other cause 
except congenital anomalies 
(birth defects). Among those 
1-14, fatal drowning remains 
the second-leading cause of 
unintentional injury-related 
death behind motor vehicle 
crashes. 

It’s not easy dealing with a 
tragedy like this, but the 
Frechettes are doing every- 
thing they can to try and 
ensure no one else will go 
through the same situation in 
the future. 

“Our lives have been 
changed forever and there will 
always be a huge hole in our 
hearts that will never be 
filled,” said Frechette. “It is 
true what people have said 
about losing a child being the 
worst pain in the world. There 
is nothing anyone can say or 
do to change that, and we just 
want to honor Christian’s life, 
though it was too short, by 
trying to prevent this from 
happening to another family, 
and helping any families that 
it does happen to in the 
future.”

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_-As Woburn awaits word from MSBA... 
Parity plan, Clapp School disposition hangs in the balance

WOBURN - The future of 
the Clapp School near Horn 
Pond and the city’s long 
sought building parity objec- 
tives will likely both be decid- 
ed this coming fall as a state 


agency determines whether to ' 


consider funding another new 
school project. 

Waiting for word from the 
Mass. School Building 
Authority (MSBA), local offi- 
cials are hoping that state offi- 
cials will agree to foot part of 
the bill for a new Wyman 
School in the coming year. 

The ultimate hope is to 
take the next step in the dis- 
trict’s school parity plan, 
which, when crafted by a local 
task force under Mayor 
McLaughlin in Oct. of 2006, 
called for all six of the city’s 
remaining antiquated elemen- 
tary schools to be rebuilt and 
merged into two facilities. 

As the first step in that 
mission, the city rebuilt the 
Goodyear Elementary School 
in East Woburn and folded 
pupils from the Clapp School 
into that building. 

With the state picking up 
over half of that tab, Woburn 
hopes to strike gold twice this 
fall by getting additional 
money for the Wyman job, 
which would eventually also 
house Altavesta School pupils. 

As a first step in the 
process, MSBA representa- 
tives need to determine 
whether to further consider 
the city’s application for assis- 
tance. 

If they do, the School 
Committee will have reason to 
retain ownership of the old 
Clapp School, which it hopes 
to use as swing-space during 
construction. 

However, with the decision 
to keep the South End building 
under its control, the School 
Committee has repeatedly 
endured criticism from area 
neighbors, who want the prop- 
erty returned to its original

condition and slated for pas- 
sive recreational uses. 

ing their last meeting, 
the school officials somewhat 
softened their stance on that 
decision, arguing that the 
future of the site should be 
debated more thoroughly, 
should the MSBA not accept 
Woburn’s application for fur- 
ther review this year. 


A CONTROVERSIAL 
HISTORY 
For quite some time now, 
the South End building and 
surrounding property has 
been the source of consider- 
able controversy, especially 


between city officials and ~ 


neighborhood abutters to the 
school. 

Starting in the fall of 2008, 
when city officials learned 
that Leland Park was contam- 
inated with construction 
debris and no longer a viable 
option-for a new Goodyear 
School, neighbors began 
protesting revised plans to 
house displaced East Woburn 
pupils in portable classrooms 
attached to the Clapp School. 

With DiTucci, who had yet

to be elected to public office at 
the time, leading the opposi- 
tion, the longtime Historical 
Commission member 
researched the parcel and 
learned that much of the land, 
besides and including 
Fleming Park, had been dedi- 
cated open-space in the early 
1900’s. 

A group of neighbors then 
formed the South End 
Neighborhood 

Association, which was 
ready to challenge the city’s 
swing-space proposal in court 
on the grounds that the 
portable classrooms would be 
erected on parkland protected 
under Article 97 of the state’s 
constitution. 

In June of 2009, then Mayor 
Thomas McLaughlin ham- 
mered out a compromise, 
whereby the city would rezone 
the land and Clapp School 
building as open-space, so no 
question could be raised about 
the space’s future. 

After the terms of the deal 
were agreed upon, multiple 
School Committee members 
and local officials insisted that 
the Clapp School would be 
shuttered after the Goodyear 
School opened its doors 
(absent an emergency such as 
a fire) and turned over to the 
city’s recreation dept. 

In August of 2009, the City 
Council voted to rezone the 
parcel as open-space, while a 
special act was sent to the 
state’s Legislature asking that 
the site be deemed Article 97 
land. 

In the spring of 2010, 
Governor Deval Patrick 
signed a bill that made that 
Article 97 designation official, 
though newly elected Mayor 
Scott Galvin opposed the act. 


With the Clapp’s future 
appearing to be set in stone, 
controversy again erupted in 
February of 2009, when the 
School Committee voted 6-to-1 
to retain ownership of the 
building, in case swing-space 
is needed for the new con- 
struction of a still yet-to-be 
approved facility for Wyman 
and Hurld School pupils. 

The local neighborhood 
became even further enraged 
upon hearing that the School 
Committee was considering 
renting out the building to the 
SEEM Collaborative, but the 
third-party special education 
provider ultimately decided to 
move to Melrose. 

In recent months, both 
Ward 2 Alderman Gately and 


Ward 1 Alderman Rosa 
DiTucci have repeatedly 
asked that the School 


Committee return the Clapp 
School drop-off area back to 
its original condition as green- 
space. 

The failure to complete the 
restoration, which both school 
and city officials promised 
would be accomplished right 
after the neighborhood school 
closed its doors, has been an 
issue of contention between 
school and city officials. 

According to School 
Facilities Director David 
Dunkley, the funding for the 
restoration work is held in a 
city account outside of his 
jurisdiction, and his depart- 
ment lacks the equipment and 
resources to complete the job 
in-house. 

Last June, the School 
Committee reiterated that 
point and voted unanimously 
to direct Superintendent Mark 
Donovan to speak with the 
mayor about the issue.

Discussions of 
elementary space 
study heat up

READING - Aside from 
preparing to welcome local 
students back from summer 
break, school administrators 
in Reading have been tackling 
a much larger problem 
throughout the summer - 
where to put the students in 
the coming years. 

Discussion over the find- 
ings of an elementary space 
study have heated up the nor- 
mally quiet summer months 
for the Reading School 
Committee. 

Over the last month, the 
Reading School Committee 
has been reviewing an 
Elementary Space Study 
report which was completed 
in May, 2012 by Frank Locker 
Educational Planning 
Consultants. The purpose of 
the study was to evaluate the 
educational adequacy of space 
at the pre-school and elemen- 
tary schools, and to outline 
the short term and long term 
options to serve the elemen- 
tary students. 

This report was initiated in 
November, 2011 as a proactive 
way of looking at Reading’s 
growing space needs at the 
Elementary level due to pro- 
grammatic changes. These 
program issues and the need 
for additional space related to 
the program needs first began 
to be discussed in March, 2011, 
when Superintendent John 
Doherty presented to the 
Reading School Committee 
the results of his transition 
plan for the School District. 

The Superintendent’s 
Transition plan was developed 
over an eight month period 
with feedback collected from 
interviews and surveys of hun- 
dreds of community members, 
parents, teachers and stu- 
dents, and the review of sever- 
al School Department docu- 
ments. As a result of those 
findings, The Superintendent 
developed a multi-year plan 
called The Reading Public 


Schools Strategy for 
Improvement of Student 
Outcomes. 


This plan has become the 


blueprint for initiatives that ' 


the district is exploring and 
will be implementing over the 
next three years as a way to 
improve the Reading Public 
Schools. 

The district is currently 
implementing several of the 
initiatives in the plan includ- 
ing developing a Behavioral 
Health Task Force, Piloting a 
Bring Your Own Device 
(BYOD) initiative for grades 
7-12, and piloting the 
Elementary Standards-Based 
Report Card. A review of our 


current elementary space 
needs and the development of 
a plan to address future needs 
was included as part of that 
plan.

Public Schools offer a tuition: 
based full day kindergarten 


program for 60% of our stu-. 
dents and our RISE preschool. 


program has grown signifi- 
cantly over the last several 
years. However, in order for 
the district to continue to 
expand these programs and 


continue to improve the quali- 


ty of these programs, addi- 
tional classroom space will be 
required. 

For the 2012-13 school year, 
the Reading Public Schools 
will not have any additional 


‘classroom space at the ele- 


mentary level for further 
expansion of programs. In the 


Elementary Space Study con-. 


ducted by Frank Locker, there 
are two enrollment projec- 
tions that are included; a mod- 
erate enrollment projection. 
which shows a slight increase 
over the next several years 
and a high enrollment projec- 
tion, which indicates an 
enrollment ,issues at some of 
the elementary schools over 
the next several years. 

If the Reading Public 
Schools commits to providing 
free full day kindergarten for 
all students, officials say there 
will be an increase in Chapter 
70 funding due to the fact that 
all kindergarten students will 
count in the formula as full 
day students. Currently, any 
half day kindergarten student 
or any full day kindergarten 
student that pays tuition is 
only counted as a half day stu- 
dent-in the Chapter 70 formu 
la.

North Reading Middle 
School students will

! NORTH READING - 
When students in grades 6-8 
return to the North Reading 
Middle School in September, 
they may not recognize the 
place at first. 

- The long-planned $108 
million construction project 
fer a new North Reading 
High School that will share 
joint core facilities with a 
completely renovated 
Middle School has been 
underway since the end of 
June. And although the new 
high school will be built 
first, so far most of the obvi- 
gus changes have been at 
the middle school. 

Shortly after the last day 
of school in June, work 
began to clear cut all of the 
many oak and pine trees 
that graced the entrance to 
the middle school for many 
years. The land has been 
leveled and gated with a 
chain link fence while a

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temporary parking lot and 
pickup/drop off area are 
being constructed. This is to 
compensate for the loss of 
parking on the east side of 
the building where there 
used to be modular class- 
rooms. 

The area behind the mid- 
dle school, the field and ten- 
nis courts, have been 
cleared to allow staging of 
construction equipment and 
the modular classrooms as 
well as signage and traffic 
controls that will be com- 
pleted in time for school 
opening in September. 

The high school/middle 
school project is the largest 
construction job in the his- 
tory of North Reading. 
Despite the cost, which pro- 
ponents acknowledged is 
substantial, the project won 
approval at a special town 
meeting in March with a 4 
to 1 margin in favor. 

The secondary schools 
project is also unique in 
North Reading history in 
that the two schools will 
share core joint facilities 
such as the library/media 
center, gymnasium and 
cafeteria yet each building 
will be separate and distinct 
with separate entrances. 

The plan calls for the 
new high school and core 
facilities to be built first, 
and students to occupy the 
new building in the fall of 
2014. 

At that time, middle 
school students will be relo- 
cated to the “old” high 
school while the middle 
school undergoes extensive 
renovations. The middle 
school should reopen in 
September of 2015. At that 
time, students in grades 6-8 
will return to the renovated 
building on Sherman Rd. 
and the “old” school will be 


demolished. 


The cost of the project 
will increase the tax rate by 
10.75 percent, a $700 yearly 
tax hike for an average 
home in North Reading 
assessed at $450,100. But 
voters felt the investment is 
justified to replace two out- 
of-date, crowded and deteri- 
orating facilities.

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Success! Wilmington High School vote passes 


But wait! 10 citizens put construction on hold 


WILMINGTON . 
Wilmington residents 
approved the proposed budget 
and funding of the new high 
school at a Special Town 
Meeting on December 10, 
2011. The vote was an over- 
whelming 1,426 in favor and 
only 31 against. The meeting 
drew a record-breaking crowd 
of more than 1,500 people. 

“This has been the largest 
turnout for a town meeting, 
and the most enthusiastic yes 
vote I have ever seen,” said 
Donald Walter of Dore & 
Whittier Architects Inc. Dore 
& Whittier Architects was 
hired for design and project 
management. 

However, on July 25 and July 
27, 2012, two separate appeals 
were filed-one from an abut- 
ter of the property, and anoth- 
er from a group of residents 
self-dubbed the 10 Resident 
Group—which may delay the 
project for several months 
and cost millions of dollars. 

The appeals are the most 
recent in a series of resident 
discontent with the building 
project. 

The total project budget is 
$82.68 million. The Town of 
Wilmington is set to receive a 
grant in the amount of $37.99 
million to put toward the proj- 
ect. The town will be respon- 
sible for providing $44.19 mil- 
lion. 

Some residents presented 
arguments against the new 
high school stating concerns 
about the oil that is still under 
the current high school from 
a leak that was detected and 
mitigated in the 1980’s, the 
potential uses of the current 
high school if it were to be left 
standing and possible damage 
to the surrounding wetlands. 

Fast forward to June 2012: 

Joanne Benton, Wilmington 
Public School Superintendent, 
told the Town Crier that the 
first part of the Wilmington 
High School building. project, 
the installation of an artificial 
turf field, was supposed to be 
completed by the end of the 
summer, and the current 

ium was supposed to 
be demolished by September. 

All construction has been 
put on hold by appeals from a 
small group of citizens. 

The appeals began after the 
Wilmington Conservation 
Commission issued an order 
of conditions— or a document 
listing environmental require- 
ments the project must 
meet—moving the building 
project forward as originally 
planned. Gerald O’Reilly, the 
abutter, and the 10 Resident 
Group filed appeals to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP), which after a thor- 
ough investigation issued a

Order of 
Conditions (SOC). This 
issuance overruled the 
Conservation Commission’s 
order, but also pushed the 
project forward essentially as 
it was originally planned. 
The two appellants are now: 
appealing the Superseding 
Order, potentially bringing 
the issue in front of a DEP 
administrative judge at an 
adjudicatory hearing. 

But, what does it mean for 
the project? 

According to Benton, the 
best case scenario would be 
that a final decision could be 
reached “in several months.” 
And while it’s too soon to pre-

dict how much the delay will 
cost the town, Benton fears 
the cost of the project will 
increase remarkably. 

“Along with additional legal 
fees, designer fees, construc- 
tions costs, etcetera, we 
expect that, should the proj- 
ect experience a_ lengthy 
delay due to the appeals, the 
project will cost significantly 
more than currently estimat- 
ed,” Benton said. 

Michael Newhouse, chair- 
man of the Board of 
Selectmen, said he and his 
board are committed to the 


new high school project. 
"Residents should be 
assured that the Town is com- 


mitted to defending DEP's 
superseding order. 

Referring to the Ten 
Resident Group appeal, 
Newhouse added: "It really is 
a travesty that a few individu- 
als with an axe to grind would 
abuse this process, which is 
available through state law, to 
obstruct the clear will of the 
residents. To think that the 
students of Wilmington 
should be delayed in realizing 
the benefits of this much 
needed facility, and that the 
taxpayers of Wilmington 
should absorb the exorbitant 
cost of that delay,... is offen- 
sive and outrageous.”

320 students, the Chapter 70 
funding for FY14 would 
increase approximately 1.1 
million dollars. This amount 
would offset the expenses 
associated with hiring addi- 
tional staff to implement full 
day kindergarten for all stu- 
dents.

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Status report on 
Winchester High 
feasibility study

WINCHESTER - The work on the high school feasibility study 
is proceeding according to plan, the School Committee heard ina 
status report this week. At the same time, it heard that the 
Educational Facilities Planning and Building Committee has pro- 
posed three subcommittees to focus on eaes cecacane 
issues, community usage, and communications. 

The feasibility study is in its first phase, which includes a thor- 
ough evaluation of the conditions of the existing high school and 
a preliminary evaluation of: alternatives. 

Since the state requires the town to look at all alternatives, 
including a new school on a new site, architect Edward Frenette 
of Symmes Maini & McKee Associates said a list of 12 possible 
sites was compiled. This list was narrowed down to four, the Lyneh 
School, Wright-Locke Farm, Skillings Field, and the Town Forest. 
While these may have enough acreage for a new school, the next 
step is to review site restrictions, whether legal, topographical, or 
of any other nature. Based on these, the list may be nape 
again. 

Regarding the examination of possible sites, School Committee 
member Sarah Swiger commented that it is important that the 
community knows that this is a serious process and the outcome 
is not automatic. 

SMMA has also been having programming meetings with fac- 
ulty and staff to determine a list of spaces needed to present the 
high school curriculum. Frenette said they are 90 percent com- 
plete regarding the base academic program and 30 percent com- 
plete regarding the unique academic program. For both tasks, he 
said they need two or three more meetings with administration 
and should be finished in three to five weeks. 

“This does not mean we're finished talking about it,” he said, 
“but we will have narrowed down the list of needed spaces.” 

Superintendent William McAlduff added that they are focused 
on the curriculum and how that translates to types and number of 
spaces for an enrollment of 1,370 students. He said that their own 
enrollment projections going out 10 years predict the peak enroll- 
ment will be 1,372 students in the 2020-2021 school year. He said the 
Massachusetts School Building Authority’s enrollment agreement 
was based on their own projections, not the town’s. 

During the programming, part of the study, McAlduff said, the 
architects become familiar with the curriculum and what spaces 
are needed and what may be lacking in the existing building. In 
the end, he said, all the information gets put together and com- 
pared to the MSBA regulations. If there are discrepancies, then 
there are conversations about what is needed and what is allowed 
(to qualify for state reimbursement). 

Frenette commented that everything in education today 
requires more space, that classrooms and science labs are gener- 
ally getting larger, and that the state is in line with that. However, 
he said the state is not in the business of dictating curriculum. 

Another subject under study is joint-use spaces, those which 
may also have community use, such as the auditorium, gym, cafe- 
teria, large group instruction, and media center. In addition to 
shared spaces, there my also be special spaces for the communi- 
ty, such as a swimming pool, ice rink, meeting rooms, and 
WinCAM studio. This last part of the study, Frenette said, is zero 
percent complete. 

Also in process is an assessment of the existing high school. 

“They’re going through every system and every room,” 
Frenette said. This should reportedly take about another week.. 

Asked about designing a school for now and for the future, 
Frenette said that they have visioning sessions and use a consult- 
ant. 

“We’re careful about leading people to the next step,” he said. 
“We're careful about not leading them too far,” he added. “If we 
can make spaces as flexible as possible without making them out- 
landish, that’s the way to go.” 

He said that flexibility can be achieved in a renovation project. 

McAlduff said that model schools such as Frenette had talked 
to the committee about are designed around pods, so the layout of 
the existing high school is conducive to taking many components 
of new schools. 

Cindy Bohne, a member of both the School Committee and 
EFPBC, said the latter would like to move forward with some sub- 
committees. First is one to consider green issues and sustainabil- 
ity. She said the next public hearing on Sept. 12 would be an 
opportunity to kick off a public conversation on these issues.

* Some parents like to 
buy many supplies and then 
donate some for underpriv- 
ileged children. This time 
of year manufacturers or 
retailers could actually 
donate a portion of school- 
supply proceeds to some 
educational organizations.

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5 Ways to pack a 'Green' school lunch 


Many parents of school- 
aged children are interested 


in packing a healthy and 
environmentally friendly 
lunch for their children 
each day. However, they 
may have questions regard- 
ing how to do just that. 


This is the season for 
school lunches,’ as _ thou- 
sands of students will be 
heading back to the class- 
room ... and lunchroom. For 
those who will be bringing a 
lunch from home, there are 
ways to make it healthy for 
the body and the planet. 


1. Choose foods the child 
will eat. Nothing is more 
wasteful than a lunch that 
ends up in the trash rather 
than the stomach. Instead 
of experimenting with foods 
that one would hope a child 
will eat, select healthy 


items that have a past track 
record for success. 


2. Skip the brown bags. 
Certain children may relish 
the idea of bringing in a 
character-themed lunch 
box. Older children may 
scoff at the idea. But the 
fact is that disposable paper 
lunch bags are wasteful and 
reusable lunch carriers are 
much more eco-friendly. 
Today there are lunch bags 
that are subdued in color 
and style and are often insu- 
lated to keep food at the 
right temperature. 


3. Select organic foods. 
Whether the child is bring- 
ing in a peanut butter and 
jelly sandwich or a pizza on 
a pita, choose foods that are 
organically .grown or local. 
Supermarkets now stock the 
shelves with plenty of 


organic options that are 
free from pesticides and 
harmful growing practices. 
These foods are healthier 
and more sustainable. 


4. Buy favorite foods in 
bulk. If the child loves cere- 
al treats or whole-grain gra- 
nola bars, buy the big box 
and store it in the pantry. 
This saves on packaging 
and extra trips to the store, 
both of which are wasteful. 


5. Use reusable contain- 
ers. Rather than packing a 
sandwich in a plastic baggie 
or a piece of plastic wrap, 
select a series of sandwich 
holders, containers and the 
like that can transport the 
lunch contents to and from 
school. Sure they'll have to 
be washed each night, but 
children won't be contribut- 
ing to extra waste. 


Save on back-to-school clothes shopping 


The back to school sea- 
son can be _ bittersweet. 
Parents may miss having 
their youngsters around the 
house when summer offi- 
cially ends, but it's also fun 
for parents to watch kids 
partake in all that school 
has to offer. 


One of the things few 
parents look forward come 
the end of summer vacation 
is back-to-school shopping. 
Such shopping can be cost- 
ly, especially when it's time 
to outfit kids with new 
wardrobes. While a com- 
plete wardrobe overhaul 
might not be necessary, kids 
typically need to replace a 
few items they've outgrown 
since the start of summer 
break. There are several 
ways parents can save on 
back-to-school clothes. 

* Get a head start. 
Parents can save them- 
selves some money by shop- 
ping early for their chil- 
dren's back-to-school 
wardrobes. Though kids 
may experience a growth 
spurt during the summer, 
shop for items, like socks, 
that they aren't likely to 
grow out of before the back- 
to-school season begins. 
This affords you time to 
comparison shop and 
spread out the cost of 
replacing your child's 
wardrobe instead of being 
hit with one big bill all at 
once. 

* Establish a budget. 
Without a budget, it's easy 
for parents to overspend on 
back-to-school __ clothing, 
especially for those parents 
who wait until the last 
minute and simply buy the 
first things they see. 
Establish a budget, ideally 
several weeks before your 
child's first day of school. 
Having a budget in place 
reduces the likelihood that 


- you will overspend, and 


developing the budget early 
helps you spread out your 


spending. 


* Shop at consignment 
stores. Consignment stores 
offer name-brand clothing 
at discounted prices, some- 
thing parents of ever-grow- 
ing youngsters can appreci- 
ate. Kids will like the name- 
brand gear, while Moms and 
Dads will enjoying not hav- 
ing to pay name-brand 
prices. A consignment store 
with significant inventory 
might sell anything from 
blue jeans and T-shirts to 
sneakers, shoes and jackets. 


* Swap clothes with 
other families. Clothing 
swaps between families 
have grown increasingly 
popular as more and more 


' parents look to save money 


on rising clothing costs for 
their kids. Typically, fami- 
lies will swap _ clothes, 
including jackets, if their 
kids are similar in age and 
one youngster has _ out- 


grown his or her clothes. If 
you can't find a family to 
swap with, visit your local 


community center or 
church to see if it has a 
clothing swap program. 


Recognizing ADHD in 


children 


As kids watch their last 
few days of summer vaca- 
tion slowly slip away, their 
parents are preparing them 
for a return to the class- 
room. Some kids can't wait 
to get back to school, where 
they can continue their 
studies and spend time with 
their friends. Others, 
though, might not look for- 
ward to new schoolwork, 
and that might be because 
of attention deficit hyperac- 
tivity disorder, or ADHD. 

ADHD is a common con- 
dition in which children 
experience problems with 
paying attention or concen- 
trating. Such problems can 
make it difficult for kids to 
excel in the classroom. 
Many children have ADHD. 
According to: the National 
Institute of Mental Health, 
as many as 3 to 5 percent of 
children have ADHD, while 
other experts feel ADHD 
occurs in as many as 10 per- 
cent of school-aged chil- 
dren. 

Because it's so preva- 
lent, ADHD is a concern for 
many parents, who want 
their children to enter the 
classroom on an even play- 
ing field. Parents who sus- 
pect their children have dif- 
ficulty paying attention or 
concentrating can look for 
certain warning signs or 
symptoms of ADHD. 
Symptoms of ADHD in chil- 
dren are grouped into three 
categories: inattention, 
hyperactivity and impul- 
siveness. 


Inattention will often not 
be noticeable until a child 
enters a school environ- 
ment. A child with ADHD 
will: 

* exhibit a tendency to 
make careless mistakes in 
school or other activities, 

* frequently shift from 
one uncompleted activity to 
another, 

* procrastinate, 

* struggle to finish 
schoolwork or perform 
tasks that require concen- 
tration, 

* be distracted by irrele- 
vant stimuli. 

Hyperactivity symptoms 
can manifest themselves 
rather early and are almost 
always present before a 
child reaches his or her sev- 
enth birthday. Symptoms of 
hyperactivity include: 

* fidgeting or squirming 
when seated, 

* frequently getting up to 
walk around, 

* running or climbing 
excessively when it's inap- 
propriate, 

* talking excessively. 

Impulsivity can lead to 
accidents, be it knocking 
objects over or banging into 
people. Impulsive children 
may also engage in danger- 
ous activities without con- 
sidering the consequences. 
Symptoms may include: 

* impatience, 

* difficulty delaying 
responses,
